Advices were m eager, owing to in­ 
terrupted wire and rail com m unica­ 
tion, but various reports estim ated the 
lo'-s of life at from eleven to 150 per­ 
sons.

Two com panies of the Tw enty-sec­ 
ond regim ent. First Virginia National 
G uard, encam ped at 
K anaw ha City, 
n e a r here, were ordered to the flood 
’/one with te n ts and supplies by Gov­ 
ern o r Hatfield. 
Relief Trains Sent. 
Relief trains are being m ade up here 
and will depart shortly. 
Eleven bodies have so far been re­ 
covered, three at Cabin Creek junc­ 
tion and eight at Dry Branch. Scores 
j of houses have been sw’ept down the 
tw o stream s which, swollen by the 
heavy rains, overflowed their banks, 
carry in g everything before them. 
More than thirty houses were count­ 
ed passing one point in Cabin Creek 
yesterday. 
Many of the houses crash ­ 
ed into the piers of the C hesapeake Ar 
Ohio railroad bridge, which had been 
earlier washed out, and were dem ol­ 
ished.

sives.

New ’N ork, Aug. IO.—The announce- j 
nient made in a cable dispatch that j 
German chemists had found that paper j 
can be made from cotton stalks wa.*! 
received with smiles by expert paper 
makers in this city. That the process] 
long has been w’ell known to paper 
manufacturers in this 
country 
and 
permitted to remain in disuse for the 
-«ole reason that the process is com­ 
mercially impractical, was generally 
admitted by the trade. 
ti. F. Steele, secretary of the News 
Print Association of this city, one of 
the best known paper experts in the 
country, said that the announcement 
from Germany conveyed nothing new 
to the paper m anufacturers of the 
t’ailed States who have been conduct­ 
ing costly experiments along similar 
lines for many years. 
He said it was 
possible to m anufacture paper from 
my vegetable filler, for the reason 
hat celiUlose is the basis of all vege- 
ahle life, but up to this time no sub­ 
stitute for spruce pulp has been found 
hat can compete with it on a purely 
•ommercial basis. 
“The cotton stalk process,” he said, 
‘is entirely too costly for ordinary 
irades of paper. 
We are always ex-1 
lorimenting to find a substitute for 
pruce, and paper makers know' that 
t cannot be done except at a cost four j 
ar five times greater than spruce.; 
There have been frequent reports cir-1 
minted recently that plants were to 
be established in the south for the i 
manufacture of paper 
from 
cotton 
stalks, but these invariably proved to j 
be unfounded. 
“Straw- is the only vegetable fiber j 
hat can be used to advantage. 
The j 
•hemical treatment 
of 
other fibers, 
>articularly cotton stalks, is entirely 
o costly. Considerable paper is be­ 
ng made 
from 
Esparto 
grass 
in 
'England. This grass comes from Al- j 
dors and is quite expensive, but a

•a1 from it and it is in great demand. ! 
Vs long as spruce pulp can be pro- 
lured at present prices there is noth- j 
ng, in my opinion, that will displace j
